express train near here last night. The 
officers naturally will not talk about 
what they are doing or expect to do, 
but they are working energetically and 
believe they will be able to run down 
the highwaymen. 
About daylight this morning two men 


wero seen three miles south of Wash- 
ington coming from 
the brush and 


crossing an .alfalfa field. Tho farmer 
who saw them did not know of tlie rob- 
bery till this afternoon. He thinks 
they are the man. Each carried a "Win- 
chester, and each had a valise, which 
they Boomed to carry with difficulty. 
One of the men was quite tall, and the 
other a little shorter. It ia not unlikely 
that these were the men who held up 
the train; if BO, they will be heard of 
Again. If they KO south they must pass 
ranches along the river, and if they cross 
to this side they will be in a thickly set- 
tled farming neighborhood. It seems to 
be now accented as a fact that the loco- 
motive on which the men left the scene 
of the robbery was run very near 
the town of Washington. No arrests 
have been made of suspects, but the 
two tramps who wore on tho train at 
the time it was held up arc detained as 
witnesses.

The plan which Mr. Teilman suggests,

>roposed to eolcct the widest, deepest 
_nd most open slough runningthc whole 
tmglh of the swamp country, and make 
,hat the channel for carrying off tho 
water from KingB river. Leveca are to 
)o built aloug buth banks of the slough, 
"ar enough apart to give plenty of room 
'or Hood water to pass out, say six hun- 
dred feet from levee to levee. This will 
confine the water-in ono channel, in- 
stead of allowing it to meander through 
various sloughs, swalls, ostuarieu and 
ponds, and stand in lakes find pooleover 
ihe whole country. The floods will go 
right out to the San Joaquin from Kings 
river, and about 180 square miles of 
country will be reclaimed. 


The cost of this will not bo great ia 


proportion to the benefit it will be to 
the land. It ia suggested that a 10- 
clamatlon district be formed to do the 
work. If tho land is once brought un- 
der cultivation it will bo among the very 
best in the county, equal at least to tho 
wheat belt about Wheatville and per- 
haps in some respects better. 


There is another matter which is 


worthy of consideration. When this 
slough is once enclosed by levees and nil 
the water is confined in one channel, 
the canal will be done for the whole 
length of the district, about thirty 
miles. Boats can then run from the 
San Joaquin rivor five miles below 
White's bridge to within a few miles of 
Lemoore. During tlio dry scaflon there 
may be a scarcity of water. It is an 
artesian belt, and wells might supply 
the canal with water. There are power- 
ful wells now in that vicinity.

AHornor Cory Says That County 


Clerk Shepherd Could But 


Award the Contract. 


Tin' i-tiju'rvisora look mi tho subject of 


printint! of the great register at the 
afternoon session yesterday. Mr. Uuller 
was absent, and as it was felt that tho 
full hoard should be present when the 
matter is decided, the consideration was 
postponed till Tuesday, Oclohcr 15th. 
This is running the printers very close, 
as 1400 copies of the great register, with 
iU 10.COO names, addresses, particulars, 
nativity, naturaliKfttion, etc., must be 
ready within eleven days from October 
20th, the date on which the copy is 
furnished the publisher. 


The discussion of the point whether 


Clerk Shepherd had or had not a right 
to make a verbal or any other contract 
with the Expositor was watched with 
considerable interest by the legal fra- 
ternity. U L. Cory appeared for the 
PAII.Y Kiii'imi.icAN und E. D. Edwards 
for the Expositor. G.G. Goucher and 
.1. r. Meux were aleo present. 


Mr. Foster and Mr. Sayre both ex- 


pressed the opinion that before any bids 
were opened the written opinion of the 
district attorney should be submitted to 
the board on the question of the right of 
Mr. Shepherd to make the contract. 
Mr. Church was called in and read the 
following opinion with the remark that 
it was prepared at short notice on a 
very important matter and was not all 
he wished it to be: 
"To the Board of Supervisors:—In 


answer to your inquiry in regard to the 
printing of the Great Ucgieter and of the 
effrct of a recent decision upon the mat- 
ter, I will say that the case of Frandzcn 
vs. y.iu Diego county, 101 California 
Ucports, page 317, was decided Febru- 
ary 9, 1894, and is a judicial interpreta- 
tion of subdivision 23 of section 25, page 
305, ami ol section 34 of the. county gov- 
ernment act, laws of 1891, the provis- 
ions of which are the same as in the 
county government act of 1693. 


"The county clerk is charged by the 


code with preparing the great register, 
and also charged with the nrinting of 
it. Section 34 makes it the Juty ol the 
board to provide printed copies of it, 
with other appliances for holding elec- 
tions. There appears to me to be a con- 
flict between the code and statutes cited 
above. It it is the duty of the clerk to 
prepare and print it. by HIP one, yet the 
Wuid must provide it, by the other. In 
the case against San Diego county.de- 
ciilt-d in 101 California, the 
board 


had 
fixed 
tho 
price 
of 
printing 


the Great Register. Casaaway, then 
the county clerk, on the 26th day of 
August, 1S92, contracted for the print- 
ing at the prices fixed by the board. 
September 26th, before any copies had 
itiH'ti printed Gassaway went out of of- 
llce, and C. \V. Thompson became 
ck-rk. Thompson refused to permit the 
person employed by Uassaway to print 
it, and employed other parties. The 
[•erson employed by Gasuaway (the ex- 
county clerk) to do the work, sued tho 
county for damages under his contract, 
and the supreme court decided' that he 
could not recover. That case differs 
from the one now before the board. 


"Here, the counlv clerk, in pursuance 


of tho custom followed in his oJHce, and 
acquieeced in by the board, after tlie 
price for printing tho < Jreat Register had 
been fixed, and in the absence of any 
contract made by the board, at the 
time when preparations should be 
commenced tor the work, did let the 
work at the prices lixcd by the board, 
and as elated by Mr. Ferguson, prepara- 
tions had actually been begun for doing 
the work in the oillco awarded the con- 
tract. There, it appears Thompson, the 
clerk at the tiuio the Great Register was 
printed, did let the contract for printing 
it, to which no objection was raised. 
'The priming rates lixed October 2S, 


1S94, 'for the ensuing year1 included 
rates for printing the Great Kegister.aml 
as no Great Register was to be printed 
until October, 18tM.lt must be presumed , 
to have been intended aa tho rato for

"It is my opinion that the Board of | 


.-Supervisors have a general control over 
the matter, but the court iu tho San

is very properly charged' by the statute 
with the printing of it,' and a neglect of 
this duty it seems to me would make 
him liable on his otticial bond. This 
may not necessarily imply that he 
should contract at the expense of the 
county, but the county having fixed

cluded, Mr. Cory addressed the hoard on 
behalf of the

As he under- 


stood the matter, bids had been ordered 
advertised for by thia board and his 
clients were present with their bid and 
were entitled to have that bid accepted 
or rejected. The opinion of District At- 
torney Church meant something or 
nothing. Hia own interpretation of the 
supreme court ruling in the case re- 
ferred to (the San Diego case) was that 
County Clerk Shepherd had no right to 
make the contract. Counsel read ex- 
tracts from the opinion in support of his 
contention. The only question before 
this board was whether Mr. Shepherd 
had the rif*ht or authority to award the 
county printing. He quoted in full the 
ruling of the court and said: "If that 
is not on all fours with my proposition, 
and absolutely binding on this board, I 
fail to see how anything else can be in- 
ferred, for it distinctly says that the 
r.lerk (Gaeaawny of San Diego) had no 
power to award the printing of the 
great register an he had done and the 
decision was concurred in by every 
member of the court. Under these cir- 
cumstances I submit that the proper 
thine to do is to proceed to open the 
bide." 
E. D. Edwards addressed the board 


on behalf of the Expositor, contending 
that there is nothing in the law requir- 
ing the board to let the contract to the 
lowest hiddnr, but only to pay a rcaeon- 
ble price. The competing bidder did 
not think the figure- (20 cents) too high 
when the pricee were fixed last year. 
On the contrary, his impression was 
that tlicre was a complaint that the rate 
wan not high enough. But at that time
